The Gender of nouns 


MoxeT 6biTb, BbI noticed already, that all nouns have at the end conso- 
nants, soft sign or vowels A, A, O, E. Words with consonant ending are mas- 
culine and instead of them we can use pronoun OH. Words with endings A 
or A are feminine and instead of we can use OHA. Words with endings O or 
E are neuter — OHO. And for plural form Ham Hago OHM. Words with soft 
sign at the end could be masculine and feminine, but what are they you 
need to remember. For example, aBepb — feminine gender — ona, 
kaneHgapb — masculine gender — on.

We use the above questions for adjectives. Russian adjectives have a 
masculine, a feminine a neuter and a plural form. In Russian an adjectives 
agrees with the noun which jt qualifies. For this you need to change the 
adjective’s endings in each form. First step — find the stem of the word, 
second step — change the adjective ending to agree with the next noun 
according to the rule: masculine endings are bIA/MU, OU; feminine — 


AS/AA; neuter — OF/EE; plural — bIE/ME.

Perfect and Imperfect Aspects of the verb 


Apart from the category of tense (present, past and future), russian verbs 
have aspect, perfective and imperfective. In dictionaries, the aspect of 
this or that verb is usually indicated: untaTb imp., npowwtate pf. These 
two verbs make an aspectual pair. Both name the same action, but the 

imperfective verb 4ntTaTb only names it, while the perfective verb 
npountatp also indicates the completeness of the action and points to 
the possible result. 


Imperfective verbs may denote an action as a process that took place in 
the past, is taking place in the present, or will take place in the future, 
therefore they may be used in the past, present or future. Perfective 
verbs mostly denote the result of an action that occured in the past, or will 
occur in the future. Perfective verbs have no present tense, they are used 
only in the past and simple future.

The form of an 
adjective is determined by the noun it qualifies, i.e. an adjective agrees with its head 
noun in gender, number and case. 


Note that the endings of masculine and neuter adjectives are identical in all 
cases except the nominative and the accusative. 


Note that feminine adjectives have only three case forms: the nominative, 
the accusative and one common form for the genitive, dative, instrumental and the 
prepositional.
